Aa the result of the information contained in Mr. Paterson's 
letters, communication has been opened with Miss Ellen Innes, Duffos, 
near Elgin (Mr. Hay's half-sister) ; Mr. John Hay, Tailor, Buckie (his 
uncle); Miss Isabella Hay, Nazareth House, Aberdeen, (his aunt); 
the Lady-Superior, Nazareth House; Eev. John Thomson, Eoman 
Catholic Church, Elgin; Eev. Alexander Mackay, The Manse, Bo- 
triphnie, Keith ; Mr. Jam^ Clarke, Midskeith, Cullen, Banfibhire ; Dr. 
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William Clarke, Orroroo, Soutli Australia ; Mr. Stewart, Tailor, Market 
Street, Aberdeen ; The * Hauswirth,'* 5 Alleen Strasse, Stuttgart ; Herr

Up to the date of going to press the following facts have been ascer- 
tained. Mr. Hay's letters from Stuttgait are headed 5 Alleen Strasse, 
but contain no information as to the place or nature of his duties. 
The last letter received by Miss Innes bears date 20th February, 1873. 
In this her brother speaks of going to Paris and Eome in the following 
October. Miss Tnnes subsequently wrote thrice to Stuttgart, without 
receiving any reply, but her letters were not returned. Mr. John Hay, 
Buckie, has a portion of a letter — wanting the heading — of apparently 
later date, as in it his nephew speaks of having received a new 
scholastic appointment at Segnitz-am-Main, hei Wurzburg, Bavaria, but 
no more definite address is given. Mr. Hay, however, further states 
that his nephew wrote to him " about Martinmas, 1874, from a third 
town in Germany," for his diploma, which had lain in Buckie. This 
letter has Hot been preserved. The diploma was sent, but was never 
acknowledged. 

Mr. Hay was succeeded in his post at Stuttgart by William Clarke, 
M.A. (now M.B., CM., Aberdeen, and of Orroroo, South Australia), 
whose answer to a communication from the Secretary has not yet been 
received. 

H.B.M. Charge d'AfFaires,'Wurtemberg, writes, 6th September, 1881: 
— "With reference to your letter of the 24th ultimo^ enquiring as to the 
fate of Mr. John Hay, I beg to inform you that I have communicated 
with the Government of Wiirtemberg on the subject, that they have 
promised to cause enquiries to be made to ascertain the cause of his 
silence, and that I will communicate the result of these enquiries 
to you."

The representation of the University Arms which appears on the 
cover of this volume is from a Book-block specially cut by Messrs. 
Martin and Gilder, Engravers, Cannon Street, E.C. The representation, 
it wiU be noted, differs in several particulars from that given on the 
University seal, on the stamp impressed on prize-books, on the Uni- 
versity Library book-plates, and elsewhere. It is believed that now 
for the first time the University Anns are depicted with something 
like heraldic accuracy. 

When the University of Aberdeen was constituted in 1860, by 
the Union of " University and King's College " and " Marischal College 
and University," an appropriate coat of arms for the new corporate 
body was devised by the late Principal Campbell — to whom the 
selection of the motto now used is also due. This coat has not been 
registered at the Lyon Ofiice, and it is believed that no authentic 
verbal blazon is in existenca It is well known, however, what the 
bearings in each quarter of the shield were intended to stand for, and 
hence it is not diJBQcult to assign the correct blazon of the whole. 
The mistakes which seem to have crept into the ordinary forms of 
the arms are no doubt traceable to ignorance or carelessness on the 
part of the original engraver — fertile sources of error in heraldic 
representations. It appears desirable to place on record an account 
of the arms in their corrected form, with a reference to the authorities 
on which this account is based The Editor has pleasure in acknow- 
ledging the assistance rendered to him, in connection with this investi- 
gation, by Mr. John Cruickshank, Aberdeen. 



ARMS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF ABERDEEN. 
Quarterly. First : Azure, a boughpot or containing three lilies 
of the garden, stalked and leaved jppr., flowered argent, the dexter in 
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bud, the sinister half-blown, the centre full-blown, the boughpot 
chai^ged with as many salmon fishes in fret 'ppr, ; issuant downwards 
from the centre chief amid rays of the sun a dexter hand holding 
an open book, all ppr. (These are the bearings of University and 
King's College, as shewn not very accurately on the old College 
seal, still extant; and on the ''poculum caritatis, in celebrioribus 
Academiae conventibus utendum ". They seem to be a combination 
of the bearings "Veteris Aberdonib" and "ALBi^E huj's Untversi- 
TATis " shewn on the ceiling of the Cathedral Church of Saint Machar, 
Old Aberdeen, and described by Principal Campbell in Nichols' Herald 
and OenecUogist, Vol V., pp. 13, 17. A hand holding a book is a 
common Academic bearing. It appears in the arms of the Univer^ties 
of Prague, Cologne, Vienna, and Erfurt The lily of the Garden 
(LUium candidum) is the recognised emblem of the Virgin. Ten 
years after the papal erection of a University in Old Aberdeen, Bishop 
Elphinstone engrafted on it a full collegiate body, '' sub vocabulo Sancte 
Marie in nativitate". This foundation was soon favoured with the 
royal protection and assistance ; and the designation used in deeds of 
a somewhat later date is usually ** our sovereine lord his University 
and Keingis Colledge in Auld Aberdene ". It is not so easy to account 
for the presence of the fishes on the boughpot. They are popularly 
supposed to have reference to the rights of fishing belonging to the 
University. A charter of sale of date 1512 exists, by which Alexander 
Ogilvy de Deskfurd transfers to Bishop Elphinstone for behoof of the 
College "totum et integrum ilium meum annuum redditum . * . 
de firmis piscariarum regiarum omnium et singularum aquarum de 
Doweme " : v. original charter in College archives. On the other hand, 
the Fish — IXSTX — ^has been a weU-known Christian symbol from 
early times, and it is not impossible that the arrangement of three 
fishes in fret may be emblematic of the Trinity. The Trinity or 
Mathurine Friars were the first Ecclesiastical order that acquired pro- 
perty in Aberdeen. At the Eeformation they had a Monastery " where 
now the Trades' Hospital stands and Trinity Church. The King gave 
thereunto .... a fishing in Dee and Don:" v. Keith's Historical 
Catalogue of the Scottish Bishops, Ed. of 1824, p. 395.) 

Second : Argent, a chief paly of six or and gvles. (These are the 
arms of the Earl Marischal, the founder of Marischal College — " the 
ancient bearing of the surname of Keith:" v. Nisbet's System qf 
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Heraldry, 2nd Ed., VoL L, p. 68. Cf. VoL IL, Appendix, p. 10. 
They are shewn on the Cathedral ceiling, "Mabiscalli Comitis," 
V. IT, and ft, Vol. V., p. 15 ; on an old sculptured stone over the entrance 
to Marischal College ; and on both the Keith coats given in the Booke 
and Register of Armes, done by Sir David Lindesay of the Mount , Lyone 
King-of'Arms, Regn, Ja. F"., which seems to have been emblazoned 
about the year 1542, and is stiU preserved in the Library of the Faculty 
of Advocates, Edinburgh. The arms of the Earls of Kintore, the present 
representatives of the Keith family, generally shew: — Second and 
Third : Argent, on a chief gvles three pallets or. This is good enough 
heraldry, though apparently not in accordance with the legend which 
accounts for this bearing. In the year 1010, " King Malcolm obtained 
a singular victory over the Danes, under the command of their general 
Camus, a kinsman of Sweno, at Barry, six miles from Dundee. Which 
victory was chiefly attributed to the Catti [Keiths], under the conduct 
of Robert their leader; who, besides his good service in the battle, 
pursued Camus and the surviving part of the Danes as they were 
endeavouring to retreat into Murray (then in the Danish possession), 
and overtook and killed them two miles from the place of battle; 
where Camus (a person of gigantic stature and prodigiously strong) 
fell by the hand of Robert in a single duel. Upon report of which, 
King Malcolm was curious to see the place and the body of Camus ; 
and having come up for that purpose, and thereupon commending 
sufficiently the valour of Robert, he dipped his three middle fingers in 
the blood of Camus, and therewith drew three perpendicular strokes 
on the upper part of Robert's shield ; . . . which pales . . . 
Robert's successors have of old carried for their arms . , . in 
memory of this great action." Nisbet,YdL II., App., p. 2. The italics 
are the Editor's. The Kintore arms are at all events not the older form 
as borne by the Earls Marischal, and are hence out of place in the 
University quarterings. What, however, is usually found on the 
second quarter seems to be : Argent, on a chief or three pallets gules* 
This is a bearing possibly presenting to an engraver's eye a more 
symmetrical appearance than the blazon given at the beginning of this 
paragraph, but it is never used by any branch of the Keith family, and

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indeed is of a kind pronounced by Nisbet to be " not good armory " 
and not to occur " in the arms of any family in Britain ".) 

Third : Argent, a chevron sable between three boar's heads erased 
gvles. (The bearings of Bishop Elphinstone, the founder of University 
and King's College, — ^"ex veteri Elphinstonorum fiamilia": v. Hectoris 
Boetii Murthlacensium et Aberdonensium Episcop&rum Vitae, Reprint of 
1825, p, 40. They are to be seen on an old sculptured stone over the 
more westerly of the two entrances in the south wall of King's Col- 
lie ChapeL They also occur in the " probably contemporary " portrait 
of Elphinstone in the possession of the University of Aberdeen, and 
on the University mace: v, the Spalding Club's Fasti Aberdonenses, 
Selections frani the Records of Kirv^s College, H9Iirl85J!i,, Frontispiece 
and p. IxiiL) 

Fourth : Gvles, a tower triple-towered argemJt. (This is one of the 
well-known three towers triple-towered that appear in the arms of 
the burgh of Aberdeen : v. the Patent of Confirmation signed by the 
Lyon King-at-Arms in 1674, and still in the possession of the town 
authorities. An account of the granting of this coat by Eobert Bruce 
in 1308 " as an honourable testimony of the patriotism and bravery of 
the citizens," will be found in Kennedy's Annals of Aberdeen, Vol. I., 
p. 21, and in Skene's Svxxinct Survey if the Farnous City of Aberdeen, 
Ed. of 1685, p. 234 ; but cf Robertson's Book of Bonaccord, pp. 33, 
349. The single tower seems to have been adopted into the arms of 
Marischal College, and is shewn very incorrectly on the old College 
seal, quartered Second and Third, with something possibly intended to 
stand for the Keith arms. First and Fourth.)
